Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.— [Spe- 
elal.I— The American government, it 
was made clear at the White House 
today, will not take any action based 
on the chaotic political situation in 
Germany. 

President Coolidge made it known 
that the United States would make 
no attempt to interfere with Ger- 
many’s affairs nor to influence a de- 
cision for or against maintenance of 
a republican form of government or 
restoration of a monarchy. 

May Make Own Choice. 

The attitude of this government, as 
set forth on the highest authority, will 
be determined by American treaty ob- 
ligations and the traditional policy of 
the United States, and neither in the 
treaty with Germany nor in the his 
toric policy governing American rela- 
tions with foreign countries is there 
any obligation or justification for in- 
terference with the establishment by 
any country of the form of govern- 
ment under which it choose to live.

Chicagoans yesterday closed a deal 
by which one of the largest shipyards 
on the Great Lakes. building pleasure 
craft, will be moved to this city. 

A company of wealthy yachtsmen, 
headed by Commodore Sheldon Clark, 
Lawrence Heyworth, Phillip Wrigley, 
and Herman Hettler, have taken over 
the Great Lakes Boat Building corpora- 
tion of Milwaukee, the oldest ship con- 
struction company on Lake Michigan, 
and plan to begin building yachts and 
power boats in the spring. 

In addition to ship and boat building 
the company has been one of the 
lirgeat makers of golf clubs in the 
country, and has been the largest pro- 
ducer of express cruisers in the world. 


Need for New Plant. 


Chicago yachtsmen have complained 
for years that there was a need for 
a modern boat building plant at the 
head of the lake, and that as good 
yachts and cruisers could be built in 
Chicago as in New England or New 
York.

A Wakeful Dinner. 

We do not eat vegetables at break 
fast, only a few people have vegetabies 
at luncheon time, and by dinner time 
some people are likely to try to make 
up for this lack, if at a good home 
table. When the late green corn or 
the fine fall onions are served in 
abundance, or the last of the garden 
beets are served, some member of the 
family may easily insure a wakeful 
night by eating one or another of 
these in excess. 

I could almost promise a wakeful 
night to any one who would eat a 
double portion of fried onion—laxa- 
tive—a small beet which is also laxa- 
tive, and some coarse bread—Graham, 
bran or brown bread. Or suppose an 
extra large portion of a salad, with 
two other bulky foods was taken. A 
wakeful night might not follow, and 
then again it might. 

“Every vegetable has its fiber or 
cellulose, besides iis delicious juices, 
sugars and minerals, the latter being 
indispensable to health, because they 
keep up a certain body balance. The 
fiber has a fine function as well, but 
any one who eats the especially 
fibrous vegetables in excess will suf- 
fer in one way or another, and wake 
fulness is one of the ways.
